Lacombe Food 
Costs Lower than 
Those in Edmonton 


right wing, and for this reason 
might take a little time to get 
used to his new position.

Food costs in Lacombe are 
lower than in Edmonton. 

This is the finding of a survey 
made under the supervision of 
Professor A. Stewart of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta teaching facul- 
ty. The survey was conducted in 
1936. One hundred and sixty-five 
houscholders in Lacombe’ and 
353. householders in Edmont.n 
were called on in May, 1936. To 
the results obtained t1m_ these 
bookkeeping home managers, the 
Professor. added the food budget 
statistics of 91 Edmonton fami- 
lies obtained last January. Sev- 
eral interesting facts come into 
light as a result of this unique 
survey. 

For instance “it was generally 
found that the total food expendi- 
ture of the average Lacombe 
family was lower than that of 
the city dweller. The average ex- 
penditure per person for the 
town dweller. compared to. the 
city dweller was roughly the 
same for meats, cereals and fish, 
fower for dairy products, vege- | 
tables and eggs, and higher for 
fruits,” Professor Stewart claims.

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Canada’s Banks Sound 
T IS generally conceded that the recent advertis- 
ing campaign conducted by the banks of Can- 
ada did much to clarify in the minds of the pub- 
lic, what these institutions mean to the country 
as a whole, and cleared up many points of which 
the people generally were critical. 

Had the Canadian banks treated the public 
as some of the banks in the United States did 
a few years ago, when thousands of depositors 
lost their all; through scores of banks in that 
country going broke, there. perhaps would _ be 
some grounds for the recent Aberhartian methods 
of dealing with them. Many people on the other 
side of the line at that time pointed to the solidar- 
ity of the Canadian banking system, and it is a 
well-known fact that a lot of money was sent to 
Canada for safe-keeping. 

We are not saying that it is perfect, but the 
soundness of our banking system cannot be ques- 
tioned. To. those who use the savings bank, that 
means a lot. The Aberhart Government, with its 
recent law enactments, would apparently like to 
impair this structure and bring about a similar 
chaotic condition in the commercial life of Can- 
ada, as his Government has caused in this Prov- 
ince. 

The articles drawn up, published and broad- 
cast by. Vernon Knowles were very enlightening 
and proved to the public the fallacy of the “Foun- ° 
tain Pen Idea” regarding banking. This publicity 
acquainted them with the strict laws and pro- 
visions of the Federal Bank Act, under which the 
Canadian banks operate, and the protection de- 
positors receive under the act. 

The only criticism we have to offer is that 
the banks did not realize long before the advan- 
tages of such an educational campaign. Such 
enlightenment,on the functions and purposes of 
banks, and ‘the need.they fill in: a community, 
should from time to time be made a regular 
feature.

Japan’s Weak Spot 
(From the Hanna Herald) 
W HILE Japan’s armies are meeting with 


successes in their invasion of China and 
the attainment of her military aims in that coun- 
try appears to be readily realizable, there is a 
weakness in the Japanese set-up which is likely 
to become more apparent later on. That weak- 
ness is an economic one. The Japanese home- 
land is not endowed,with rich resources and war 
is an expensive adventure. 


The Russo-Japanese war which occurred just 
after the turn of the century cost the victorious 
Nipponese 1,700,000,000 yen. Already appropria- 
tions for the current war with China have reached 
a total of 2,590,000,000 yen. This money was 
raised through domestic bond issues. Unless the 
war is quickly won, the cost to Japan will be 
enormous. The question is, can she afford it? 

Of course, Japan looks forward to rich re- 
wards from the exploitation of China which will 
likely follow the conquest of that country. China 
has immense natural resources, but their devet- 
opment will take enormous sums of money, which 
Japan certainly cannot afford. 

Japan has developed a magnificent industrial 
machine within her boundaries, and the simplicity 
of the Japanese standard of living enables the 
people to live very cheaply. Wages, of course, 
are very low. The Japanese agricultural situation 
is the most pressing problem in the whole em- 
pire. The total debt of Japanese agriculture ts 
around one. and three-quarter billion, and the ave- 
rage rate of interest is 12 per cent per annum. 
This is an enormous burden and may prove in- 
superable. Much of the industrial development of 
Japan has been created at the expense of agri- 
culture. 

The military party is in charge in Japan now 
and matters of internal economy and finance have 
been brushed aside by the war-lords. But a na- 
tion’s strength lies in its wealth just as much as 
in its man power, and when wealth is dissipated 
and the people impoverished domestic trouble 
usually develops. 

The question is, can the Japanese stand the 
Strain?

The present-day generation wants security, 
and what security is there for them? -The ques- 
tion is, can ‘we do anything about it? Personally, 
1 think present-day youth is all right—it looks 
the world fearlessly.in the face, knowing full well 
how hopeless is the outook. Do we brighten this 
outlook? We talk everlastingly about the depres- 
sion, without perhaps realizing how this may 
react on the young and pliant mind, already only 
too gloomily aware of the abyss ahead. 

It is just this attitude of mind that has made. 
dictators possible in this day and age. Why have 
the youth of Germany and Italy allowed them- 
selves to be regimented in every action of their 
daily life? Let us look at just one of these dic- 
tatorships: Why has Hitler, who has nothing 
behind him but the gift of oratory, been able to 
sway the German millions, able to convert the 
Swastika. from being an emblem of fuck, into a 
world menace? 

Why? Because he gave them HOPE; he 
talked to this despairing nation, finely, theatri- 
cally, of what they could do, and what they 
should do, and fired them with a new feeling of 
power. Beware, for “what happened there can 
happen here. Don’t forgt Sinclair Lewis’ book, 
“It Can’t Happen Here.” Youth turns willingly 
to new leaders, and we must be sure that these 
new leaders will mould them into useful citizens. 

Youth organizations are to be congratulated 
upon holding such a successful congress last week, 
because, after all, youth must find its own feet. 
We elders must help, but not drive. Youth must 
find that its destiny “lies not in its stars, but in 
itself.” \ 
Young people are not “bums” by choice. Isn’t 
it tragic to see the faces of young men riding the 
freight car. Time, and the companions they have 
to live with, will very soon dim the brightest of 
them. In this connection, I would like to see a 
very definite step taken in protesting against the 
heavy sentences sometimes handed out to first 
offenders, If a young fellow gets into bad com- 
pany, and commits a punishable crime, he should 
be reprimanded and helped. Is it just to sentence 
him to three years, as a certain youth was, not so 
long ago? Give him a hand, and make him a 
decent citizen; that three years will make a hard- 
ened criminal out of even the best of stuff. 
Steal a million, and the punishment is _ three 
weeks for issuing a false report; steal a loaf of 
much-needed bread, and it is prison for three 
years. A person with “no visible means of sup- 
port! It is a crime, but whose? Why should a 
person be thrown into prison because he is the 
victim of circumstances? Often our criminals 
ARE mere victims of circumstances. One slip, 
one harsh sentence, and a criminal is born; a 
little understanding, a little leniency, some train- 
ing, and a good citizen is born. Youth needs 
training, and that is just what this Youth Rehabili- 
tation Scheme is trying to do. Of course, it is 
not enough; two or three weeks (or even a few 
months) is such a pitifully short time in which 
to fit some young man or young woman for life. 
It is, however, an indication that we are becom- 
ing cognizant of our duty. towards youth. Don’t 
let us brand penniless people as criminals. In this 
connection I believe we farmers could help. Every 
farmer could feed and keep a hired man this win- 
ter. The Government scheme did not seem to 
work out any too well, so let us try it from a 
more human point of view. 

I do believe, if we were to offer decent men 
homes and pocket-money, and expect only a rela- 
tive amount of work, instead of taking advantage 
of the men’s dependence, men would co-operate 
and prefer it to being on relief.

These statements have been 
heard for some time past, aio 
those who make them point for 
proof to the wide spread now 
current between No, 1 Northern 
on the one hand and No. 3° Nor- 
thern and Garnet on the other. 

I venture to utter a word ot 
caution to those who are tempt- 
ed to judge the question of Gar. 
net by the present price situation, 
-No authority at any time has 
ever pretended that Garnet is as 
good a quality of wheat as is No. 
1 Northern. There is excellent 
evidence to indicate, however, 
that Garnet certainly is of as 
good all-round quality as is the 
normal No, 3 Northern, and that 
Garnet is equal at least to those 
world-wide average quality 
wheats such as Australian, Ar- 
gentine; Russian, Indian and 
Danubian. 

The millers of the world have 
actually bought since 1929, I cal- 
culate, not less than 200 million 
bushels of Garnet, and have 
found a use for it. I. am bold 
cnough to predict, therefore, that 
when the supplies of No. 1 and 
No. 2 Northern become less 
scarce than they are at the prés- 
ent time, the normal price spread 
1, 2, 3 and Garnet then will re- 
turn. i 

The following factors 
tended to raise prices: 

Considerable frosts in Argen- 
tina; drought causes anxiety in 
South Africa; official 1937 Cana- 
dian wheat estimate reduced to 
183 million; British barley crop 
smallest on record; Chinese wat- 
nut exports decline; Holland is 
likely to require ldrger wheat 
and flour imports.
